Church shall have the same rights over them as the remaining lords over 
slaves and property.” 


“After Pius V was elected to the papacy, the Jews were expelled from all the 
minor cities of the papal states (1569). Ten families were readmitted to 
Viterbo in 1586, but in 1593 they were definitely banished. Later, Jewish 
merchants were allowed to visit the town only during the fair; at one of these, 
in 1705, a group of Jews were accused of a blood libel but they were 


acquitted the following year.”

Reactions 


Reports of the transaction led to stinging criticisms of Pope Gregory XVI in the Christian (in particular, Catholic) world, almost all of which 
circulated around the Jewishness of the Rothschilds. The French romantic poet Alfred de Vigny said "a Jew now reigns over the Pope and 
Christianity. He pays monarchs and buys nations.“ Ludwig Bérne, a Jewish convert to Lutheranism and member of the Young Germany 
movement stated, "A wealthy Jew kisses his hand, while a poor Christian kisses the Pope's feet. The Rothschilds are assuredly nobler than their 


ancestor Judas Iscariot. He sold Christ for 30 small pieces of silver: the Rothschilds would buy Him, if He were for sale.“ Another prominent 
example, is the mention of the loan in a sonnet of Giuseppe Gioachino Belli, Er motivio de li guai. While Belli found the Rothschilds highly 
objectionable, for him the Pope was even worse as a weak man who had "sold both Rome and the State" and was thus no longer worthy of

1917 Pio-Benedictine Code of Canon Law and usury 


Eugenio Pacelli and Cardinal Gasparri forged a working relationship, and it was 


Gasparri, who was appointed Secretary of State in 1914 by Benedict XV, whom 


Pacelli succeeded as Secretary of State in 1930. It was these canonists who 
were, during the reigns of Pius X and Benedict XV, to completely codify Roman 
Catholic canon law and to forge the centralized Papacy set forth by Pius IX 
and Leo XIII. 


The Pontifical Commission for the Codification of Canon Law (1904-1917) 


Pietro Cdl. Gasparri was the driving intellect behind the Catholic Church's first codification of canon law but one 
should not forget the other members of the papal commission that aided him. Below are "the Men behind the 
Man behind the Code of Canon Law." 


All full members of the commission were Cardinal Fathers, with a young canonist, the future Pope Pius XIl, 
serving as an assistant. Their academic credentials (where | could locate them) were impressive, and not a few 
had also made their mark outside of canonistics. Most of the early members were Italian, of course, though 
Spain (Vives y Tuto and Merry del Val y Zulueta), Germany (Steinhuber), Holland (van Rossum) and France 
(Matthieu) were represented. Several (Martinelli, Satolli, Cavvichioni, Vives y Tuto, and Merry del Val) had 
significant exposures to Anglo-American common law. Some died (t ) before the Pio-Benedictine Code was 
promulgated. To these were added various consulters, some of whom were later promoted to the Commission 
itself. Several of the men listed here were considered "papabile" in their time. See my Notes on the Canonist's 
Conclave of 1922.

From the Codification Commission, 
Universities of Studies must contribute to the work of codification 


Illustrious and Reverend Lord 


You have certainly already read those Letters by which the most Blessed 
Father recently issued his motu proprio “de Ecclesiae legibus in unum 
redigendis”. The mind of His Holiness is indeed that all of canon law be 
suitably organized into canons or articles in the model of more recent 
Codes and at the same time, documents issued after the authentic 
collections of Body of Law, from which these canons or articles will be 
taken, be likewise gathered together. The order to be observed here will 
more or less be as follows: after being preceded by a general part 
consisting of titles on the High Trinity and catholic faith, on Constitutions, 
on Custom, [and] on Rescripts, there will be five books: On Persons, On 
Sacraments, On Things and sacred Places, On crimes and penalties, 
[and] On Trials; nevertheless the order established at the beginning can 
be changed if in the progress of studies it seems opportune to 
accommodate the work undertaken by the consulters. Cdl. Gasparri 


Already the Supreme Pontiff greatly desires that the University of studies over which You preside 
contribute to this difficult and most important labor. Thus he directs You to enquire among those who 
handle canon law in the University and thereafter send to me as soon as possible whatever parts of canon 
law seem ready to cast into articles or canons. Having received Your response, special instruction will be 
sent by which opportune norms in service to this matter will be delivered to those concerned. 


For the rest, as directed by the most Blessed Father, | convey to you especially my high regard, etc., Abp. 
Pietro Gasparri, Secretary for the Codification Commission...from Rome, 6 April 1904.

In addition to the canon law experts brought to Rome to serve on the codification commission, all the Latin Church's bishops and superiors general of religious 

orders were periodically consulted via letter. Every Latin bishop had the right to permanently keep a representative in Rome to give him voice at the meetings of the codification 
commission. lc 

By the winter of 1912, the "whole span of the code" had been completed, so that a provisional text was printed. The 1912 text was sent out to all Latin bishops and superiors 
general for their comment, and their notations which they sent back to the codification commission were subsequently printed and distributed to all members of the 
commission, in order that the members might carefully consider the suggestions. lic. 


Under the aegis of Cardinal Pietro Gasparti, with the help of Eugenio Pacelli (Who later became Pope Plus iii the Commission for the Codification of Canon Law 
completed its work under Benedict XV, who promulgated the Code which became effective in 1918. The work having been begun by Pius X and being promulgated by 
Benedict XV, it is sometimes called the "Pio-Benedictine Code. It

Pacelli's involvement in the Vatican began when he secured financial compensation for Leo XIII from the Italian government in the aftermath of the collapse of the Banco Romano, the former bank of the Papal 
States.“ 


Pacelli discreetly supplied financial advice and loans, and jobs to relatives of several prominent members of the Roman Curia, notably Pietro Gasparri. Lai speculates that this may have contributed to a 
perception of Gasparri as nepotistic in the 1922 papal conclave.!* 


This perception of the economic role of the Jews was almost certainly 
common-place in the Roman curia; the statement was probably not 
entirely unaffected by a certain envy of the Rothschilds who, as we have 
seen, helped keep the listing, leaking bark of St Peter afloat for decades,

This is a pioneering study of the finances and financiers of the Vatican between 1850 and 1950. Dr Pollard, a leading historian of the modern papacy, shows how until 1929, the papacy 
was largely funded by Peter's Pence’ collected from the faithful, and from the residue the Vatican made its first capitalistic investments, especially in the ill-fated Banco di Roma. After 
1929, the Vatican received much of its income from the investments made by the banker Bernadino Nogara in world markets and commercial enterprises. This process of coming to terms 
with capitalism was arguably in conflict both with Church law and Catholic social teaching, and becoming a major financial power led the Vatican into conflict with the Allies during 
Second World War.

Bernardino Nogara (June 17, 1870 — November 15, 1958) was the financial advisor to the Vatican between 1929 and 1954, appointed by Pope Pius XI and retained 
by Pope Pius XII as the first Director of the Special Administration of the Holy See. According to historian John F. Pollard, Nogara laid "the foundations" for "one of the 
biggest pillars for the Vatican's post-Second World War financial strength. H 


Nogara's career was characterized by an "ability to move fluidly in the highest circles of industry and politics as well as the Church".!2 In his role as Director of the 
Special Administration, Nogara made large investments in many of the largest companies in Europe, personally becoming a board member of a "mind-boggling" number

S However, other than a Vatican purchase in 
May 1940 of a minor shareholding in an Italian insurance company, La Fondaria, no primary source evidence has ever been offered in support of these latter claims, 
while documents recently discovered in The National Archives, London (in the T231 and T160 series) reveal that Nogara transferred the Vatican's entire foreign 
investment portfolio to the United States at the beginning of the war, and throughout the duration of the war was actively accumulating a substantial portfolio of stocks in 
British and American war related industries in support of the Allied war effort. By contrast no document has yet been produced to substantiate the claim that any funds 
were invested in Germany. 


Pollard points to the influence of Bernardino Nogara as the principal agent in this transformation. Nogara was the 
first non-Roman to assume control of the Vatican’s finances. This son of Milan came to the job with a number of 
international contacts and continued to view the diplomatic and economic spheres as one and the same. The 
Vatican was the center of a global Church. It should thrive in financial markets worldwide. Nogara’s commercial 
activity has several hallmarks: the appointment of family to key posts in Vatican offices (his brother Bartolomeo 
ran the Vatican Museums); the installation of Milanese colleagues on boards of corporations where the Vatican had 
a significant or controlling stake (especially in South America); and the handling of sensitive information through 
use of the diplomatic pouch, a procedure that proved to be useless during the Second World War, when allied 
intercepts were routine. For his Italian loyalties during the war, Nogara was often placed in a precarious position 
with Pius XII, to say nothing of the allied forces, who tracked his activities with great vigilance. Pollard notes that 
Nogara’s impact on Vatican financial matters has had the unavoidable stamp of his successes for all future 
achievements. “The ‘wind from the North,’ as Italians describe influences from Milan and the other financial 
centers, had brought about a permanent change in Vatican financial culture and practice that would survive even 
Nogara’s death in 1958. Nogara had finally inserted the Church into the structures of international capitalism” 
(215).

Of particular interest is the tracing of Rampolla’s 
relationship with the five men who soon were to direct the 
Catholic Church into its “new era”. Giacomo Della Chiesa, 
the future Benedict XV, was a Capranica graduate chosen by 
Rampolla as his private secretary at the Nunciature in 
Madrid. It was to become a twenty-year relationship. As 
Secretary of State, Cardinal Rampolla brought Pietro 
Gasparri from the Catholic Institute in Paris to Rome to 
become his chief assistant. Gasparri would become the 
power behind the throne of Pius XI. Meanwhile young Fr. 
Pacelli, long under the direct tutelage of Rampolla, 
became his private secretary and regular traveling compan- 
ion on important diplomatic missions. Together they 
attended the funeral of Queen Victoria. Subsequently and 
still in his mid-twenties, Fr. Pacelli, working as minutante in 
the offices of State, was given access to high level Vatican meetings.

Cardinal Rampolla and the Ordo Templi Orientis 


One of the earliest publications of the OTO— 
the Oriflamme, published by Theodor Reuss, a 
founder of the Order—gave a list of organiza~ 
tions and individuals that were considered either 
members of the OTO or members of associated 
groups. Numbered among them was none other 
than Cardinal Rampolla, cited as an initiate of 
the Catalonian-Balearic Grand Lodge, headquar— 
tered in Barcelona: a notoriously political and 
even anticlerical movement that supported Cata 
lonian nationalism. This group then came under 
the control of Theodor Reuss and the OTO, by 


1913 at the latest (the OTO itself was founded 
circa 1905). However, this lodge had its origins 
in the irregular Masonic Order of the Rites of 


Memphis and Mizraim, or MM, which was 
founded in the late eighteenth century in France, 
some years after the formation of the original 
Freemasons. 


Technically speaking, then, Rampolla would 
have been an initiate of the MM at the time of 
the death of Pope Leo XIII in 1903, but the 
lodge to which he belonged would be incorpo 
rated as a branch of the OTO ten years later, the 
year of Rampolla’s death. 


Both the Catholic Church and the OTO of the 
present day deny that Rampolla was ever a mem 
ber of the OTO, but this claim is disingenuous. 
While Rampolla may never have been an actual 
member of the OTO, he was a member of the 
Masonic fraternity, and specifically a “denomi-~ 
nation” of the Order that would eventually come 
under the OTO aegis. More important, this was 
an active, political organization involved in sepa- 
ratist politics. Catalonian independence is still a 
controversial subject in Spain, that territory rest 
ing as it does in the border region with France, 
and with Barcelona as its most famous and most 
beautiful capital; a land with its own language 
and culture. For Rampolla to have been involved 


with this group is highly suggestive of a politi— 
cal agenda that would have been at serious 

odds with the Church. Had he been only a Free 
mason with an Italian lodge, the damage would 
have been bad enough, but the details that have 
come to light (largely in the French and German 
media) concerning his membership in a Catalo 
nian lodge tend to a rather more explosive inter 
pretation: that Rampolla, a Catholic cardinal only 
a few votes shy of becoming Pope, was agitating 
not only for Catalonian independence but also 
for a Masonic political agenda in general.

DEATH OF CARDINAL RAMPOLLA 


According to a cable message received on Thurs- 
day, his Eminence Cardinal Rampolla passed away on 
the previous day at Rome, the cause of death being 
angina pectoris. The deceased Cardinal was in his 
seventy-first year, being born in Sicily in August, 1843. 
He was educated in Rome, and at the age of 32 was 
appointed auditor of the Papal Nunciature at Madrid. 
Two years later he returned to Rome to act as secretary 
of the Congregation of the Propaganda. In 1882 he 
was consecrated Archbishop, and nominated Papal 
Nuncio to the Court of Spain, and five years later was 
created a Cardinal by Pope Leo XIII. 

Writing some time ago, on the occasion of the cele- 
bration of his silver jubilee, an exchange had this to 
say of the late Cardinal Rampolla: — But even after 
twenty-five years in the Sacred College, Cardinal Ram 
polla is still a comparatively young man as age is 
counted among the Cardinals. He was oly forty-four 
when he had completed the cycle of the diplomatic 
carcer, and was called to Rome in 1887 to be the Car- 
dinal Titular of Santa Cecilia in Trastevere. A few 
months later he was appointed Cardinal Secretary of 
State, and thenceforward, for more than seventeen 
years, he never for more than a few hours at a time 
left the Vatican and the side of Leo XIII. All this 
time, after the Pontif himself, he was the chief figure 
in Christendom. Whenever the overt or covert ene- 
mies of the Papacy made an attack on the Church their 
darts were aimed first of ail at him: it was he who was 
made responsible for all these acts of the Pope which 
the Pope's enemies did not like; be was attacked times 
without number in France, in Germany, in Austria, 
and perhaps most of all in Italy, But he went on with 


his great work calmly, confidently, obediently. If he 
cared for human applause he certainly got it when the 
whole world Went into mourning for the death of Leo 
XIII., for the innumerable tributes vaid to the work 
of the great Pontill were also tributes to the work of 
his Cardinal Secretary. That idea, it is safe to say, 
never occurred to Cardinal Rampolla. Ile has the 
manners and bearing of a great Prince, he has wielded 
immense power and influence all his life, he has become 
world-famous for his wisdom and prudence, but those 
who know him best know that he is the humblest of men.’

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PERSONAL RECOLLECTIONS BY BISHOP

His Lordship Bishop Grimes, en being interviewed 
by the Christchurch Yew, gave his personal impressions 
of the late Prince of the Church. ‘I met the late 
Cardinal first in 1887,’ said the Bishop, ‘when he was 
acting as See-etary of State to the late Pope Leo 
XIII, and I was deeply impressed with his personality, 
which was a remarkable one. His devotion to the late 
Pope was most pronounced, and he was actually for 
eighteen years in the Vatikan with his Holiness, and 
only teft him for two days when ho wont to see his 
dying mother, T saw him on several occasions, because 
it was etiquette when one bad called upon the Pope to 
afterwards make a cal] upon the Secretary of State. 
During my visits 1 formed the opinien that Cardinal 
Rampolla was a great diplomat. At that time there 
were many troubles in Treland, and as Cardinal Ram- 
polla supposed that T knew something about the state of 
affairs there he subjected me to some very astute ques- 
tioning on the matter. I noticed that he so arranged 
matters that I sat in a bright light while he was prac- 
tically in the shade. This was with a view, of course, 
of noting my expression as I answered his questions. 
Ifewever, he was execedingly nice and also a very 
learned man, and had gained a decided reputation for 
his devotion. He was also very wealthy, and comes of 
a wealthy family, and he had employed his wealth by 
restoving churches, by giving grants te orphanages, 
and in other good works, Lately he had been engaged 
in restoring St. Peter's—aà work of great magnitude, 
and naturally very expensive. One of his offices was 
that of Archpriest of St. Peter's, and he took the sor- 
vices in the absence of his Holiness. He was greatly 
interested in hearing me talk on the missions, and he 
was particularly interested in learning all about the 
conditions in New Zealand and'of the relations between 
the authorities and the people of the Catholie faith. 
Cardinal Rampolla would almost certainly have. been 
Pope if he had survived his Holiness; in fact, he would 
probabiy have been Pone instead of Cardinal Sarto 
but for an incident that took place at the last Conclave. 
Cardinal Rampotla's name came out the greatest number 
of times, when someone rose up, and in the name of 
the Austrian Court, said that the eloction of Cardinal 
Rampotia would be very unpopular with the Austrian 
Sovereign. Cardinal Rampolla got up at once and 
protested vehemently against any outside interference, 
not because he wanted the office for himself, but as a 
matter of principle, This incident caused several of 
the Cardinals to vote for, him out of sympathy, but 
others apparently decided that it wonld never do for 
tho Holy Father to beyin with the enmity of a powerful 
Catholic country, and Cardinal Sarto was chosen. 


As l had always visited Cardinal Rampolla under 
the late Pope,’ continued Bishop Grimes, 1 continued 
te do so under the present Pape, and during these later 
visits he struck me more by his holiness than by his 
diplomacy and astuleness as before. I was also charmed 
by the beautiful way he spoke Italian, for before he had 
alwavs Sin ken tg me in rer ch. Ele was busily e- 
vaged in writing a book on some theological questions 
before he died. and his knowledge was very wide and 
deep. LHe was born in August, 1843, and was created 
a Cardinal in Task? under the title of St. Cecilia, the 


namo of the beautiful church he restored. Among the 
more important positions he held at the time of his 
death are the following:—Librarian of the Vatican, 
Seerctary of the Congregation of the Holy Office, Arch- 


priest of the Basilica of St. Peter's, and Prefect of the 
Congregation of tne Fabrice of St. Peter's He was 
prior in Rome of the military Order of the Knights 
of St. John of Jerusalem, and he was also the protector 
of a great many religious Orders and Conyregations. 
He was also one of the Commission which was engaged 
in the codifying of the canon law, and president of the 
Commission for Biolical Study Besides being a deeply 
religious man, he was an exceedingly busy one, and his

Pius XII: Sympathy for Zionism 


Rising up in the diplomatic ranks, Pope Benedict XV appointed Pacelli as papal 
nuncio to Bavaria on April 23, 1917, consecrating him as titular Bishop of Sardis 
and immediately elevating him to archbishop in the Sistine Chapel on May 13,

As there was no nuncio to Prussia or Germany at the time, Pacelli was, for all 


practical purposes, the nuncio to all of the German Empire.

Nahum Sokolov, author, journalist and board member of the Zionist World Congress, came to 
Rome to gain support for the plan of a Jewish state in Palestine. That Pope Benedict XV. 
(1914-22) had vehemently condemned Anti-Semitism a year before was seen as a good omen. 
Cardinal Secretary of State Pietro Gasparri sent him to Msgr. Pacelli who received him in a 
friendly mood and took the time to listen to him with patience and great personal interest. 
Later, in his report to the Executive Committee of the Zionists, Sokolov praised the heartfelt 
openness he experienced during his meeting with the Monsignor. And he admitted that he was 
completely surprised, when Pacelli asked him in the friendliest way if he would not like to 
present his issue to the Pope. Sokolov would have never dreamt that this would be possible 
for a Jew. But then, on May 6 1917, he was received for 45 minutes — longer than many heads 
of states — by Benedict XV. 


In a completely informal way the Pope asked Sokolov to explain him the program of Zionism 
just to assure him that “is a wonderful idea” and “providential. God willed it.” Also in the 
question of the Christian sanctuaries in Palestine, the Pope had “No doubts that a satisfactorily 
agreement will be reached”. When Sokolov obviously reached the fulfilment of his wildest 
dreams, Benedict XV released him by repeating several times, as a confirmation, the words: 
“Yes, I believe we will be good neighbours.” 


About another and this time successful intervention of the new Nuncio Pacelli during that 
time, the Israeli historian and diplomat Pinchas Lapide wrote in his book “The Last Three 
Popes and the Jews” (1967). In the Zionist Archive in Jerusalem, Lapide had located a copy 
of an official letter, sent by Pacelli as Nuncio in Munich to the Bavarian Secretary of State, 
Otto Ritter von Dandl, on November 16, 1917: 

“The undersigned Apostolic Nuncio has the honour to inform Your Excellency that the 
Israelite Congregations of Switzerland asked the Holy Father to appeal for the protection of 
the sites and the Jewish population of Jerusalem. His Eminence, the Cardinal Secretary of 
State had ordered the undersigned to act accordingly and with all care and to draw this subject 
to the attention of the Imperial Government. The Undersigned requests from Your Excellency 
to enforce the realization of this purpose with everything in your capacity. In advance 
gratefully, signing with the assurance of my highest appreciation, Eugenio Pacelli, 
Archbishop of Sardes, and Apostolic Nuncio.” 


On November 15, 1917 at 4.30 PM the Papal Cardinal Secretary of State, Pietro Gasparri, sent 
an encoded message to the Nuncios Pacelli in Munich, which was received and decoded it on 
the next morning at 7.30 AM. It stated: “The Israelite Community of Switzerland asked the 
Holy Father to commit himself to the protection of the sites and the Jewish population of 
Jerusalem. He asks Your Excellency through us, to influence the German government 
accordingly in the name of the Holy Father. Card. Gasparri”.

The Zionists were aware of Pacellis demarche. Dr. Jacob Thon, head of the Zionist Office in 
Jerusalem, wrote in December 1917: “It was an special stroke of good fortune that in the last 
critical days General von Falkenhayn had the command. Cemal Pasha in this case — as he 
announced often enough — would have expelled the whole population and turned the country 
into ruins. We and the whole population, Christians as well as Muslims, must remember 
P.(acelli) with deep gratitude, since he saved the civil population from doom when he 
prevented the planned evacuation of this area.” 


Eugenio Pacelli continued to be a friend of Jews and Zionists, even when the Holy See 
adopted a rather sceptical policy. In 1922, the Vatican’s official newspaper “L’Osservatore 
Romano” expressed worries about the socialist ideas circulating among Zionist settlers. But 
only four years later, Pacelli encouraged German Catholics to join and support the “German 
Comitee Pro Palestine to Support the Jewish Settlement in Palestine”, founded in 1926. 
Among its board members was not only Albert Einstein, but also Pacelli’s closest friend and 
advisor, the German politician and Catholic Prelate Dr. Ludwig Kaas.

On March 7th, 1934, the Carnegie Institute compiled the family 
tree of the Roosevelts, from which it is evident that the President

opposed and helped defeat a planned Polish law, which would have made 
Kosher slaughtering illegal. Cardinal Pacelli opposed this law because it would 


have inflicted “grave persecution on the Jewish people.”
